“ We are availing ourselves of the op­ 
portunity offered by the imperial edict 
of Aug. 5, of allowing foreign ministers 
free communication with their respect­ 
ive governments in cipher, and have 
sent a communication to Minister Con­ 
ger to which we uwait an answer. 
We 
are already advised by him iii a brief 
dispatch received Aug. 7, that the im­ 
perial troops are liriug daily upon tho 
ministers in Pekin. 
We demand im­ 
mediate cessation of hostile attacks by 
the imperial troops upon the legations 
aud urge the exercise of every power 
and energy of the imperial gouernmeut 
for the protection of the legations and 
all foreigners therein. 
We are also ad­ 
vised by the saino dispatch from Minis- 
tor Conger that in his opinion for the 
foreign ministers to leave Pekin as pro­ 
pose, i in the edict of Aug. 2, would be 
certain death. 
“lu view of the fact that the imperial 
troops are now tiring upon the legations 
mid in view of the doubt expressed bv 
the imp. riul government in its edict of 
Aug. "J, as to its power to restore order 
iud secure absolute safety in Pekin, it 
s evident this apprehension is well 
founded, for if your government cannot 
protect our minister in Pekin, it will 
presumptively be unable to protect him 
upou the journey form Pwkiu to the 
coast. 
“ We, therefore, urge upon the impe­ 
rial government that it adopt the course 
suggested in the third clause of the let­ 
ter of the president to his majesty, th* 
emperor of China, of July 38, 1900, aud 
enter into communication with the re­ 
lief expedition so that cooperation will 
be secured between them for the libera 
tion of the legation, protection of for­ 
eigners aud the restoration of order. 
Such uetion on the part of the imperia! 
government would bo a satisfactory 
demonstration of friendliness aud de­ 
sire to attain these ends.”

R oad and Say* it W ill It* H ard W ork. 
New \o rk , Aug. 9.—The country 
over which the allied forces are uowtight- 
ing is, according to all accounts, of a 
sort to make it a wonderful accomplish­ 
ment to reach Pekin in the face of a 
superior force. 
W. Kai Keo of this city, 
who has traversed the route between 
Tieu Tsiu and Pekin several times, hav­ 
ing gone from South China by the 
grand canal, says of the country: 
“Near Tien Tsin it is a waste of 
marches with lagoons aud wandering 
rivers. 
The Chang Ho, the Hun Ho 
and smaller streams join the Poi Ho 
somewhere in the mesh, but are very 
much coufused. 
About the city to the 
north are rice fields and gardens. 
Be­ 
yond these are the marshes, 
acrose 
which the railway is built on an em­ 
bankment, made of bamlMHis driven in 
earth, the space between the two rows 
being filled in. 
“ At Pei Chang (Pei Tsang) the first 
good ground is found. 
It is 60 Ii (20 
miles) from the town. 
The newspapers 
have much misstated distances, because 
Chinese miles are one-third of English 
miles. 
“ Here are great ricefields, stretching 
for many miles, with embankment;- 
built by the province along the river, 
which is 
very 
crooked, aud 
with 


j earth 
paths 
running 
every 
few 
yards through the rice. The water being 
very low, these {laths and embankments 
would make natural trenches for fight- 
Only on boats in the river or along 
the railway can artillery be used. 
“For 20 miles here and all about Yang 
Tsun, which moans ‘dust aud mud,' are 
mud flats, which at this season are dry 
aud baked. 
The last summer I was 
along the road we often had to lie down 
and cover up our heads while tho dust 
storms went by. 
It is as bad to march 
through as water. 
Lafa Sang, or the 
bast place of the m id ,’ is where the low 
hills, covered with grass, begin to rise 
and the country from there on to Pekin 
is fine and roiling, with many villages, 
rich farms aud gardens. 
“ Before Lafa Sang is roac bed there if 
not one stone as big as a man's fist 
which is natural to the ground and not 
one tree as high as a man too be seen 
anywhere. 
If the soldiers stay long 
near the rivers, which in the Bummel 
time have an awful smell, they will 
next mouth become ill with fever ami 
very ma ny will die. 
There are not many people living 
between Lafa Sang and Tien Tsip ex­ 
cept the Chinese whom the railway 
keeps ac work on the track to watch it 
so the water, some times flows in two !

Prince of Navarro under 
the deal will be rCceommended for |*or- 
manent chairman when the convention 
is in the proper spirit to receive a com­ 
mittee report. 
At the afternoon session, which began 
at 5 o'clock and closed at 9 o’clock, tho 
light was fast and furious. 
Congressman Bailey opened the ball in 
an hoar’s speech in which he flayed alive 
those who have imputed to him improp­ 
er motives in connection with the reli­ 
censing of the Waters-Pierre Oil com 
pany to do business in Texas. 
Mr. Bai- 
ley was very sensational, very dramatic 
in his utterances at times and closed by 
denouncing those who were fighting 
him as “scoundrels” aud ‘‘liars." 
Mr. Bailey’s partisans yelled them­ 
selves hoarse duriug the time he occu­ 
pied the platform. 
There were several thousand persons 
present and they were wildly enthusias­ 
tic at times. 
Ex-Gov. Hogg followed Mr. Bailey. 
His remarks were free from |**r*<>nali- 
ties, but were strong audj characteristi­ 
cally Hogg. 
The ex-governor repeated 
his Galveston speech with variations, 
denounced the daily uewspajs-rs aud 
called upon the delegates to the conven­ 
tion to repudiate the action of Attorney 
General Smith aud Secretary of State 
Hardy. 
Then came Craue of Dallas, the ex-at­ 
torney general, who fought the trust 
fight to a finish, and who us**d vigorous 
language in denouncing the action of the 
state officials for readmitting the Wat­ 
ers-Pierce Oil company to do business in 
the state. 
Hon. Thomas S. Smith of Hillsboro, 
attorney general of Texas, closed the de­ 
bate in a speech lasting two hours arn: 
4b minutes. He compared his record 
with the records of his pre d ecessors, 
Messrs. Hogg and Crane, and made one 
of the most vigorous 
addresses ever 
heard in a Democratic convention in 
Texas. 
Attorney General Smith wa* 
sensational and personal aud was given 
a wonderful ovation by his partisans. 
At the conclusion of his remarks th* 
convention adjourned until JO o’clock 
this morning after an almost continuous 
session of seven hours. 
The sub-committee refused to recom­ 
mend a plank proposing the adoption oi 
a constitutional amendment having for 
its effect the levying of a special tax foi 
the maintenance of the State University 
and Agricultural aud Mechanical Col 
lege.

The committee, it is announced, will 
favor a slight increase in fees of certaie 
county officers, with a maximum in each 
instance. 
It will also recommend tip 
passage of an act prohibiting the use ol 
money in elections and requiring caudi*; 
dates to file itemized statements of cam­ 
paign expenditures with certain officers 
to bt* selected by the legislature. 
A resolution recommending that the 
state executive committee fix a day for 
uniform primaries for state officers tc 
be held and denying representation t<; 
those refusing to obey, was agreed upon. 
The report will also recommend the 
establishment of an industrial school tot 
girls and the passage of a libel law deliu- j 
lug civil libel. 
The subcommittee Agreed to recom­ 
mend a plank condemning double-head­ 
ing roads and demanding its abolition, 
except on steep and continuous grades. 
Two of the resolutions were laid on 
the table.
